SAYS BIBLE JUSTIFIES WAR 


Able' and Fitting Sermon-Love is 


the Motive of All Conflicts in 


History 


Services in remembrance of. Ihe sol- 


dier dead of Ihe Civil war were held 
ai the St. Peter's English Lutheran 
church yesterday morning. 
Upon the 


invitation of Rev. Christy the com- 
rades of W. H. Sargent Post, Grand 
Arrav of the Republic, and members 
of the Women's Relief Corps of the 
city attended in a body. 
In prelude 


to "the sermon .Rev. Christy said in 
part: 
We meet today to honor the 


memory' of those who offered their 
lives as a sacrifice to God on the al- 
tar of their country, a sacrifice pleas- 
ing and acceptable to God anil one 
which was deemed sufficient to pur- 
chase the liberty, for which it was 
offered. 
The price which God de- 


manded and which was freely paid, 
no man can compute, for who but God 
can value the life of a man. Yet man 
values life according to his own stand- 
ards, and no man places rt higher val- 
ue upon a human life than he that 
lias offered his own that others might 
live. 
In this sense those who I am 


called upon to address know the .value 
of a life, for not only have they beheld-, 
the price of liberty strewing the field 
about them. but. have themselves also 
on many occasions delivered up their 
God-given claim to life and placed it 
in. the hands of.their Maker. 


Sons With Fathers 


In "a measure I am able to appre- 


ciate and understand the 
motives 


which prompt you -to • assemble 
for 


the purpose of honoring1 those who 
have fallen from your ranks, for from 
0 company of men mustered in the 
hills of Pennsylvania, April 27. 1S9S, 
to defend the same flag which you de- 
fended, seven never returned to their 
licines.. How many more have joined 
the ranks beyond as a result of more 
than a year's service in an unhealthy 
climate'] cannot say, but yith you, 
the fathers, we, the sons, this day 
honor "tire- memory of our departed 
comrades. 


It is not my purpose on this occa- 


sion to' rehearse the deeds which the 
departed have performed, to recall to 
your minds the scenes.of valor and 
heroism, to pronounce eulogies upon 
gallant and illustrious leaders or to 
attempt, in any way to add or improve 
on what lias been said and written 
about them by others. 
While 
the 


tongue or the hand can never portray 
in Its true light the deeds they per- 
formed nor proclaim the.honor that is 
due them, it has been your privilege 
many times to listen to men who'have 
spoken knowingly and .eloquently and 
aja'that I could say would fail to rise 
to '. the 
importance" of the occasion.

The | 
very first 'attempt to mitigate the I 
righteous wrath of God on account of 
sin wast accompanied 
by 
bloodshed, 


not only the blood of the" firstlings of 
the '(lock .that was spilt on. the'altar, 
was required, but the blood of Abel 
as well. Throughout the Old Testament 
we find blood-shedding the 
central 


idea upon which every institution to 
atone for' sin was built. Every cere- 
mony instituted by God or resorted to 
by man 
required 
the . shedding of 


blood. And so it has been in the his- 
tory of the nations. Every righteous 
principle of government has been es- 
tablished at some time by the shed- 
ding, of blood. 
Though the American 


revolutionists did not fight for all the 
principles of freedom we have them 
through inheritance. 


Innocent Suffer 


Countless

beasts have been slain upon the Jew- 
ish altars. -Tlie world has many iirnes 
been drenched in innocent blood be- 
cause- the world bad not

The price of 


liberty is paid by''the innocent. Not. 
every hero is dressed in uniform, the I 
mothers, sisters, brothers and non- 
combatants suffer, in the war caused 
by some ambitious ruler or 
greedy 


government. 
The men in the ranks 


are also innocent, but only by their 
service could the nfflictecl ones be re- 
lieved. The little Jap or the big Rus- 
sian..privates are not :o blame 1'or the" 
present conflict. 
Thus we come to 


the precious doctrine of atonement. To 
free the world, to endow humanity 


with eternal life it was necessary that 
the spotless blood of Jesus Christ be 
shed upon the cross. 
The height of 


all emancipations was that won on 
Calvary'. It we^cannot compute the 
value of human'life, of what greater 
value is, how less capable are we to 
compute the value of-the life of Jesus?1 


Love the Motive 


The price .is paid 
through 
love. 


Though some may battle because they 
were prompted by a ventursome spir- 
it, or they may be seeking experience, 
honor or" praise, or because they are 
ambitious or have a false idea of glory 
.or were, drafted' into the army the 
motive which leads the vast major- 
ity is love for Country, a love so great 
that all that is dear to them is aban- 
doned for a time and the chance of 
permanently losing it is taken.

(imports' and 
exports) 
during 
the 


month 01" April 
established 
a new 


high record for that month, the total 
being valued at 225 million dollars, 
as against 193 millions in April. 1904; 
157 millions in April, 1903: 197 rail- 
lions in.April, 1001: and 194 millions 
in April, 19.00. Prior to 1900 there is 
no instance in' the history 
of 
our 


commerce in which April imports and 
exports' aggregated as much as ISO 
million 'dollars, 
the 
highest 
levels 


reached during the past five decades 
being' SO millions in. Apr"., 1SCO; 109 
millions in 'April, 1S72: 145 millions 
in April,-. 1SSO; 179 millions in April, 
1S97; while for'April of the present 
year the total was, as above indicated, 
225 millions of dollars. 


A notable feature 
of this marked 


growth in the commerce of the- Unit, 
ed States is the sustained preponder- 
ance of exports, despite, the cver-in- 
^creasing home demand 
for 
manu- 


facturers, 
agricultural, 
and 
other 


products! April exports amounted to 
$129,35S','229. the- highest record ever 
made in April of any year, extecdins 
by 9 millolns the best record made in 
April of any preceding year, viz., 
-120% ..millions, the -total reached- in 
April, 19.01. .April Imports, were also 
unusually 
-large,. being "valued at 


95 2-3 millions of dollars as against 
101 1-3 millions in April, 1897, the 
banner April in the record of earlier 
years. 'Reviewing

commerce 


in the period from 1S75 to 1905, im 
ports have grown much less rapidly 
than exports. 
In 1875 the April im

DEVELOPING FINE LEGS. 


People of Tsw..n.'.,Built on '• Hillside 


Have to'Do a Great Deal 


of Climbing. 


It was/one of'the merits of the feudal 


lystemHhat" it^feveloped1 the legs of 
princes and pedp'le alike. The baron al- 
ways set his 'castle'on the summit of a 
hill, so that .the -capture by an enemy 
would'be a difficult task, says Harper's 
Magazine. His retainers—ironically so 
called for the reason that, he never al- 
lowed them. to-retain anything of value 
—built their huts on the slope of a hill 
outsifle of the -'castle' walls, where: they 
could hope for the protection of their 
lord. The mediaeval town was therefore 
a town that slanted more or less abrupt- 
ly, and its inhabitants were continually 
going up or down hill, to the great de- 
velopment of their calves.

Many of the streets are simply stair- 
ways, and most of the others are as steep 
as. coal chutes. Walk anywhere in Su- 
biaco and you see above you the contin- 
ual passing of 'legs of all sorts and con- 
ditions. It is nearly as hara to descend 
the streets as it is to climb them You 
need not wonder that the typical Subia- 
can leg is finaly develbped, and much af- 
fected by artists-desiring model legs for 
Samson.

where it had blown over the top of 
the ridge to a depth of 15 or 20 feet. 
It broke at the crest of the ridge and 
all the snow on our side of the moun'- 
tain came rushing down upon-us. The 
mountain curved around us in a cir- 
cular manner and the width of the 
slide was more than 1,000 feet, we be- 
ing about in the center. 


"I glanced up on hearing the snow 


break and, acting upon my first im- 
pulse, turned my back to the ava- 
lanche. It struck me first on the legs 
and I sprang into the air as high as 
I could. Tue mass passed under me 
and by .the terrific rush of the snow 
I was kept on the top all the way 
down into the. gulch, about 500 feet. 
I was the- only one free and proceeded 
to dig the others out. As the snow 
frequently packs after running, almost 
to the consistency of ice, this was no 
easy matter.

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"It happened that the man next to 


me was buried In a perpendicular po- 
sition with only his hair visible. I had 
to free his body down to the ankles be- 
fore .

FRUIT TREES 
FOR SHADE. 


The Various Kinds That Are Used 


Along the Public Highways 


of Germany. 
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The German method of using fruit 


trees for shade trees along the public 
highways is not only to be commended 
on the score of beauty, but from the 
material, practical financial point 
ot 


view as well, says the New Bedford 
Standard. In the grand duchy of Baden 
cherry, apple, pear and walnut trees are 
planted 32 feet apart along each side of 
the road, a special department of the 
government having charge of the work 
and maintaining two large 
nurseries 


for the propagation of young trees. 


When the fruit is ready for harvesting 


it is sold at auction on the trees. The 
years 1902 and 19^3 were not especially 
good fruit years over there, and yet in 
1902 the crop from the highway trees 
brought $9,055 and in 1903 ?5,731. In 
view of the facfthat the expenses of the 
department for the two years were $4,590 
and $4,980, respectively, the fruit tree 
shade tree policy seems to have much 
to commend it. 


In the matter of foliage the apple, the 


ptar and ^cherry tree do not compare' 
with the oak, the maple, the linden and. 
others of our favorite shade trees; but 
they could dobutless be sometimes prof- 
itably put to public use.
